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‘Mixed reaction’ to scheme for up to 350 homes at Burwell 

Homes plan split 


PLANS have been officially un¬ 
veiled to build hundreds of new 
homes near Newmarket, the 
News can reveal. 

Up to 350 properties are ear¬ 
marked for land at Newmarket 
Road in Burwell, with “associat¬ 
ed open space, sports provision, 
access and infrastructure.” 

After many months of debate 
and consultation, a planning 
application has been submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council by the owner of the site, 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

Affordable housing will be in¬ 
cluded in the development, the 
county council says.

The scheme has been in the 
pipeline for some time, and 
Yvonne Rix, clerk of Burwell Par¬ 
ish Pouncil, said the idea had re¬ 
ceived “a mixed reaction.” 

She said: “There have been 
consultations going on for about 
a year and it’s fair to say there 
has been a mixed reaction. 
Some people have welcomed 
the development - but others 
have concerns about it, on the 
grounds that it will increase the 
size of the village considerably.

“Burwell has about 6,000 resi¬ 
dents, and another 350 houses 
will swell that number a lot.” 

She said the worries people 
had centred on the strain that 
extra houses would put on local 
services and on infrastructure, 
especially roads. 

Parish councillors are due to 
meet next Tuesday to discuss the 
plans. 

The housing scheme will be 
spearheaded by planning con¬ 


sultants Pegasus. 

Cllr David Brown, who rep¬ 
resents Burwell on the district 
council, said he could not com¬ 
ment in detail on the application, 
but added: “Some people feel 
there is a need for more housing 
in the village, but when housing 
was originally proposed on this 
land, it was for 100 homes, and 
so there will be others who feel 
this is too many.” 

District council planning offic¬ 
er Rebeca Saunt said the coun¬ 
cil would possibly consider the 
application at its December 
meeting, but it may carry over 
to next year.

Six-year-old Oscar Parkin¬ 
son from Red Lodge has mild 
cerebral palsy which affects 
both his legs. 

Hoping to help are New¬ 
market-based charily group 
Eddie’s Gym: fighting for 
funds, who have organised 
the event to secure Oscar an 
operation which will help his 
condition. 

White Collar Fight Night 
will be held on this Saturday 
at Innocence Nightclub, with 
all proceeds from the event 
helping to raise funds for 
an operation to help Oscar’s 
condition. 

“Oscar developed as a nor¬ 


mal child; however, he was 
a late walker,” said Rebecca 
Ross from Eddie’s Gym: 
Fighting for Funds. 

“One of the symptoms for 
Oscar is that it causes tight¬ 
ness in his leg muscles which 
causes pain and means he 
walks with an inward leg/ 
foot. Oscar wears splints 
and support shorts (which 
he doesn’t like;) he sees a 
regular physio and has block 
treatments.” 

Fundraisers are hoping to 
raise nearly £65,000 in order 
to secure a SDR operation for 
Oscar. 

Selective dorsal rhizotomy 
(SDR) refers to a neurosur¬ 
gical procedure that selec¬ 
tively destroys problematic 
nerve roots in the spinal cord 


to relieve the symptoms of 
diplegia and other forms of 
cerebral palsy. 

At present, SDR is the only 
surgical procedure that can 
provide permanent reduc¬ 
tion of spasticity in Cerebral 
Palsy. 

“Oscar loves to play and is 
a happy child we want him to 
be able to walk without pain 
and without falling over,” 
said Oscar’s Mum Hayley. 

“The NHS does not fund 
SDR treatment in the UK and 
means we have to fund the 
operation ourselves. 

“We would really appreci¬ 
ate if anyone could help no 
matter how much we would 
be grateful.”

County's GCSE results increase 


GCSE results in Suffolk are 
on the rise according to the 
county council. 

The Department for 
Education shows that 53.4 
per cent of Suffolk pupils 
achieved five or more A* to C 
grades including English and 
maths, the first time they have 
performed better than the 


national average of 52.8 per 
cent since 2007. 

Results across Suffolk 
increased by 2.6 per cent from 
last year, with Suffolk rising 
17 places in the league tables 
from 124 to 107.

“It's extremely encouraging 
that these provisional results 
show Suffolk above the 
national figure, it's also very 
pleasing that this progress has 
continued in the core subjects 
of English and maths."

Chip shop could be 
taking orders soon 


A NEW fish and chip shop 
is set to open its doors in 
Newmarket in the coming 
weeks. 

Harry Ramsden’s Fish 
and Chip shop will be 
coming to Newmarket on 
22 Market Street. 

The firm has also applied 
for a licence application to 
Newmarket Town Council 
on Monday evening, with 
a consultation being held 
until November 9. 

It describes the new 
premises as: “An existing

food retail premises that 
is to be operated by the 
applicant in the style of a 
restaurant with facilities 
for consumption on the 
premises and off the 
premises. 

“The layout of the 
premises... [has an] 
entrance from Market 
Street into the restaurant. 

“There is a counter and 
there is an area for seating. 
The premises will be 
staffed and service is from 
the counter with waiter/ 


waitress service in the 
restaurant.” 

The Ramsden’s menu 
includes everything from 
burgers to pies, and salads 
to traditional fish and 
chips. 

A drinks menu 
attached to the licensing 
application also shows 
they serve wine, beers and 
ciders, fine ales, and soft 
drinks. 

The firm have asked 
to be able to see alcohol 
for consumption on and 


off the premises between 
11am and 11pm Monday 
to Sunday, and ask for 
the licence to be granted 
“ASAP”. 

A spokeswoman for 
the chain said: “Harry 
Ramsden’s confirm it has 
applied for the necessary 
approvals to open an 
outlet in Newmarket 
and the local authority’s 
decision is awaited.” 

The shop plans to be 
open from 8am to 11pm 
all week. 


£ 60 k stolen porsche scrapped

THE number of people 
claiming Jobseeker's 
Allowance in West Suffolk 
has dropped by 82 per cent 
since 2010.

MAGNIFICENT MILDENHALL 
POPPY APPEAL 

A quite magnificent last 12 months, 


highlighted by the enormous increase 
in the total collected during the year 
for the Royal British Legion Poppy 
Appeal, was the main thrust of the 
annual report, presented at last 
week's Annual General Meeting by 
retiring chairman, Mr. Tony Wheble, 
who- with his RBL secretary wife 
Jill - is standing down after seeing the 
sum collected raised from £8,800 the 
previous year to no less than £15,303 
.04. 

This great increase, with the 
Mildenhall Appeal work organised by 
Poppy Organiser Lindsay Rowlands 
and her husband David, received 
enormous help this year, not only 
from the club members but in various 
other outlets such as the Sainsbury's 
Supermarket, where members spent 
considerable time looking for and 
receiving great support.

After falling 
unwell while abroad on a recent 
holiday, another long-serving member 
John Barker also asked to be excused 
duty, while also continuing to support 
the branch. 

New chairman David Rowlands, 
with his wife Lindsay as secretary, will 
also have the continued support of 
Hilary Last, as treasurer, while Cherrie 
Mitchell, under a slightly different 
welfare system, will take over the 
welfare role. 

The vacancies will hopefully be 
filled from within the branch during 
the next few meetings. 

The summary of the accounts, 
accepted by the Annual Meeting, 
showed a slight overall loss on the 
year's workings, with the very helpful 
sum of £1000 being given to Suffolk 
County Welfare work.

Third shotgun blast 
was fatal, court hears

A FATHER, who was shot 
dead on New Year’s Day, 
was killed by a point-blank 
shotgun blast to the back of 
the chest, a court was told 
yesterday. 

Mark Mosley, 43, is on trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
where he denies murdering 
Jessie Smith, 36, outside the 
Mosley home in First Drift, 
Burwell, on January 1. 

Yesterday, the court heard 
Mr Smith had been struck 
by at least three shotgun 
blasts and that the final 
blast, which had been deliv¬ 
ered at point-blank range, 
had been fatal. 

Giving evidence, Dr Nath¬ 
aniel Cary, a consultant pa¬ 
thologist for the Home Of¬ 
fice, told the court how at 
least two blasts had struck 
Mr Smith’s torso. Some of 
the pellets penetrated no 
further than the skin, but 
some went far deeper, dam¬ 
aging the abdomen and 
small intestine. 

The final, and fatal, blast 
was delivered to the back of 
Mr Smith’s right shoulder. 
The shot was delivered at 
such close range, the wad, 
which encases the shotgun 
pellets inside the cartridge, 
entered the wound. 

Dr Cary said: “It is quite 
a substantial thing that en¬ 
tered the skin. This wound 
was by far the most impor¬ 
tant in leading to death. The 
shot entered the right side 
of the chest [from the back] 
and fractured the back 
fourth, fifth and sixth ribs, 
which broke into pieces. 
This caused quite extensive 
damage to the right lung. 

“The consequences of 
this were two fold. The lung 
collapses and, because the

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lung has a very good blood 
supply, the person will 
bleed heavily internally.” 

Dr Carey said the cause of 
death was a shotgun wound 
to the back of the chest. 

Soon after the shot was 
delivered, the court heard 
Mr Smith attempted to 
drive off down the road at 
the wheel of a Mitsubishi 
Shogun. He only made it a 
short way before crashing 
into a ditch. 

Dr Cary said the wound 
would not have killed Mr 
Smith instantly, allowing 
him time to drive off. 

A significant amount 
of blood, as well as blood 
splatters, was found inside 
the Shogun. 

Forensic expert, Rebecca 
Mayfield, was asked wheth¬ 
er the shotgun had been 


fired from outside the Sho¬ 
gun through an open win¬ 
dow; from outside while the 
door was open; or from in¬ 
side the Shogun itself. This 
would help indicate who 
had shot Mr Smith. 

Miss Mayfield had initial¬ 
ly made a statement saying 
she was of the opinion the 
shot had come from outside 
the vehicle. 

However, due to an appar¬ 
ent mistake, the seat in the 
Shogun had been adjusted 
during the forensic exami¬ 
nation, making it harder to 
discern the original body 
position of the driver, the 
court heard. Miss Mayfield 
told the court there was 
now no specific forensic ev¬ 
idence to indicate who had 
shot Mr Smith. 

The trial continues.

Man killed 
by train at 
rail crossing 

A MAN was killed by a train at a 
level crossing near Newmarket on 
Monday. 

An air ambulance and two 
other emergency vehicles were 
dispatched to the scene in 
Dullingham, according to East of 
England Ambulance Service. 

Train services were severely 
disrupted following the incident, 
which was reported to the British 
Transport Police (BTP) at about 
noon. 

A BTP spokesperson said: “We 
were called to the line near to 
Dullingham Road level crossing 
Monday, October 19, to reports of a 
person hit by a train. 

“Officers attended the 
incident, reported at 11.46am, 
alongside colleagues from 
Suffolk Constabulary. Medics 
from East of England Ambulance 
Service attended but a man was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

"Work is now underway to 
identify the man, inform his family, 
and compile a report for the 
coroner. 

“The incident is currently being 
treated as non-suspicious." 

Abellio Greater Anglia terminated 
some railway services, which then 
ran from Ely. 

A limited rail replacement 
bus service ran between Bury St 
Edmunds and Cambridge.

“It is a very unusual thing 
to happen in the Haverhill 
area.” 

The victim sustained a 
small cut to her lip, but was 
otherwise unharmed. 

It is not known at this 
stage if anything was stolen 
and there are not yet any 
clear descriptions of the 
men. 

It is not thought the men 
were armed. 

In Mildenhall, entry was 
gained to a house in Camp¬ 
bell Close. The first man is 
described as white, around 
5ft 2in tall, of large build, 
with fair hair and blue eyes. 
He was wearing an olive 
green baseball cap with a 
black scarf around his face, a 
green coat and combat style 
trousers. 

The second man is de¬ 
scribed as having a tanned 
complexion, around 5ft 2in 


tall, and of slim build. He 
had a dark scarf around his 
face and was wearing a simi¬ 
lar hat and coat to the first 
man, and dark-coloured 
jogging bottoms. The third 
man is described as white, 
wearing a baseball cap with 
a scarf covering his face.

Winds of change: mills 
in region on the danger list

THE battle to save Cambridgeshire’s 
ancient buildings from ruin is being 
stepped up - and there have been 
some victories, it was revealed this 
week. 

Historic England, the Government 
body with the task of looking after 
the nation’s important buildings 
and sites, has published the latest 
version of its Heritage at Risk Regis¬ 
ter for the East of England, which it 
describes as “an annual snapshot of 
the health of the historic environ¬ 
ment.” 

Three windmills in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire have joined the under-threat list, 
as has one of the county’s churches 
- but six historic sites have been re¬ 
moved from the register. 

The Cambridgeshire mills include 
Downfield Mill at Soham along with 
Gransden Mill at Great Gransden, 
and Little Chishill Mill, near Royston. 

Downfield Mill at Soham was 
originally built in 1726, and then re¬ 
built in 1889 after being wrecked by 
a storm. It is described as being “in 
need of general repairs, and rein¬ 


statement of sails and other missing 
parts of the structure.” 

Gransden Mill dates back about 
400 years, and is the oldest in Eng¬ 
land. A survey has found it is in what 
Historic England calls “very poor 
condition”. The organisation says: 
“Consent for emergency repairs was 
granted, including dismantling of 
sails for safety reasons, in late 2013. 
Discussions are continuing regard¬ 
ing the creation of a local trust to 
manage the building.” 

The mill at Little Chishill dates 
back to the early 19th century, and 
was last used in 1951. The housing 
for its sails is reported to be leaking, 
and its owner has carried out “hold¬ 
ing repairs.” 

The church on the danger list is the 
parish church of St Swithun, which is 
also at Chishill. It has roof problems, 
and Historic England says: “A long¬ 
term solution is yet to be agreed.” 

Nearly half the wind and water 
mills on the national at risk register 
are in our region - 11 out of 27. Greg 
Luton, director of planning for His¬ 
toric England in the East of England, 
said progress was being made in try¬ 
ing to save them, 


He said: “Historic England is ad¬ 
dressing this problem with progress 
being made in the majority of the 11 
mills at risk. 

“Historic mills help characterise 
our region and make it special, and 
are one of the types of heritage sites 
most at risk. If they’re lost, then a 
sense of an important part of the his¬ 
tory of the East of England is lost too. 

Together, we aim to safeguard our 
most precious places and buildings 
for future generations.” 

The good news is that six other 
sites once on the register are now off 
it. 

Allington Hill at Bottisham, where 
archaeologists unearthed evidence 
of a Romano-British settlement, 
has been removed, as has another 
archaeological site at Wintringham 
near Abbotsley, as well as sites of an¬ 
cient agricultural enclosures at New¬ 
ton and Melbourn. 

A dovecote at St fohn’s Farm, Ely, 
where the roof needed “urgent re¬ 
pairs”, has now been taken off the list 
- and Grafham’s All Saints church, at 
one time facing major repairs, is also SAVED: Downfield Mill at Soham was rebuilt in 1889 after a storm but

Electric cars 
leading the 
green charge 


A RECENT surge in interest in 
electric cars means that new 
buyers are having to wait for 
their new vehicles as global orders 
outstrip supply around the world. 

A national car leasing company 
says it's finding lead-in times 
for orders on electric cars are 
lengthening as people turn their 
backs on petrol and diesel cars for a 
greener driving style. 

The Flexed.co.uk company says 
that the Volkswagen emissions 
scandal is being cited as the prime 
reason customers are ordering 
electric cars as they look to become 
green drivers, as well as running 
costs at just a few pence per mile. 

"We've seen enquiries for electric 
cars go through the roof in recent 
weeks," says Flexed.co.uk's Mark 
Hall, "Petrol and diesel cars just 
aren't getting a look in." 

Not only that, Hall says, the new 
buying trend is for fully-electric 
cars, with hybrid sales remaining 
essentially static. 

Instead, says Hall, it's all-electric 


cars that are currently leading 
enquiries for motorists. And an 
analysis by Go Ultra Low shows that 
20,992 motorists made the leap to 
plug-in power between January and 
September this year, bumper growth 
of 138.5 per cent against 2014. 

Fuelling the demand is a greater 
choice of models, with more than 
27 pure electric or plug-in hybrid 
cars now available, ranging from 
high-performance sports cars to 
capable family run-arounds. The 
new data shows consumer appetite 
rising rapidly for plug-in hybrid 
models with demand accelerating 
ahead 226.5 per cent against 2014 
with 14,041 registrations. 

Mitsubishi leads the new 
registrations charge, with 9,303 of its 
flagship Outlander PHEV sold since 
the start of 2015. Nissan follows 
with its all-electric LEAF racking-up 
4,285 registrations, and BMW's i3 
is the nation's third most popular 
ultra-low emission vehicle, also 
nearly doubling its tally with 1,564 
registrations.
